Industrial convention 
matter of attendance, the two sessions 
were productive of considerable discus- 
sion of merit. 

Governor Joseph F. Johnston, who wel- 
comed the delegates at the morning ses- 
sion, spoke during the afternoon on the 
resources of Alabama. The governor's 
remarks were brief, but pointed, and he 
was heartily cheered. He paid tribute to 
neighboring states who sent so many 
good citizens to Alabama. He believed 


diversity of agriculture was the solution | 


of all the difficulties and said that such 
diversion was bound to bring manu- 
factories. 

He called upon the inhabitants of Ala- 
bama to put enterprise into their work. 

‘It is all very wel] to send commercial 
agents up north to bring men to us,” 
said the governor, ‘“‘but when they come 
down here and see so many people stand- 
ing around the corners talking politics, 
wt might cause them to hesitate. The 
southern cities must take the initiative 
in the matter. They must subscribe 
their own money to their enterprises and 
thus show confidence in their resources.”’ 

He plainly told the loungers and talk- 
ers on politigs at corner stores to get out 
and go to work. 

' Judge Chambers on the Floor. 

Hon. W. L. Chambers, of Sheffield¢ 
Ala., former chief justice of Samoa, par- 
ticipated in the discussion which followed 
one of the papers. Judge Chambers said 
that from the time the news of the 
declaration of war against Spain and the 
news of Dewey's magnificent achieve- 
ment at Manila reached Samoa by steam- 
er every American in the island became 
an expansionist. 

He said the commerce of Samoa was 
wholly untouched by the United States, 
but under the new era it was bound 
to cut quite a figure and would enter 
largely into the prosperity of the south. 

To the delegates he said that -with 
the opening of the Nicaragua canal the 
demand in the Philippines and other 
eastern islands for iron and wood to be 
used in constructing buildings it 
would fall to the states of the union to 
furnish the material. This, he said, 
would pass through southern ports once 
the Nicaragua canal was open. Mr. 
Chambers said it would be possible to 
lay down Alabama coal in Samoa for $4 
per ton, while the government had to 
pay, during the trouble there, $22 for fuel 
for their war vessels.

As the number of 
productive consumers is increased by the 
erection of manufacturing. establish- 
ments, the quantity and variety of farm 
products may be judiciously and safely 
increased because there is a certainty 
of a market at home at higher prices. 
Not only may crops be profitably diver- 
sified, but the presence of manufacturing 
establishments advances prices as much 
as the transportation would cost if car- 
ried to distant markets. This is demon- 
strated by the large excess of per capita 
earnings of the farmers in the manu- 
facturing states over the farmers in 
agricultural.states. When a larger nunmi- 
ber of farmers are employed than aro 
necessary to supply the population with 
food farm products are cheapened, and 
this cheapness diminishes the profits of 
agriculture, reduces the price of land, 
with a resulting decline in the efficiency 
and price of labor and in the value and 


fruitfulmess of the soil. 
“A variety of industries gives people 


something to do and utilizes every spe- 
cies of labor. This will increase the num- 
ber of productive consumers, provide 
capital for other industries, build up a 
market for many products now unsala- 
ble and greatly. increase thereby the 
value of the farm. 

Again. A market near home Increases 
relatively the money supply. Every crop 
as fast as gathered is sold. There is no 
waste of time or loss in transportation. 
One hundred dollars within a radius ol 
ten miles. ean do more work than a thous- 
end dollars within the radius of a hun- 
dred miles. A small sum inwhe narrower 
ceirele is turned mcre rapidly and thus 
stimulates production and multiplies 
trade. “A nimble penny is better than 
a slow shilling.”’ Manufactories in the 
midst of an agricultural community have 
the same effect as an increase in the vol. 
ume of the currency. 

Southern Soil Favored. 

“When markc§s are near, tnere is every 
possible inducement to preserve the fer- 
tility of the soil and to reclaim that 
which has been impoverished by bad cul- 
tivation. In Iingland, Holland and Bel- 
gium, (farming lands are worth from 
$300 to $1,000 per acre, not altogether be- 
cause of the density of the population, 
but because there are good markets at 
hand for everything that is grown on 
them. The lands in these countries arc 
naturally no better than those in the 
south. Nearly every civilized «country 
in Europe has passed through the same 
experience that /the south is jpassing 
through at the present time. 

“It was ascertained fifteen years ago 
that the south was building many furna- 
ces and that the result woull be the com- 
plete destruction of the iron interests of 
the country. Iron declined in price, not 
only in the south, but throughout the 
United States and Europe, but the last- 
ing effect will be that the south will fix 
the price of ircn in the future for all 
civilized countries, 

“A warning cry is now raised in old 
Ergiand and in New England, that too 
many cotton factories are being built in 
the south. The effect will be precisely as 
it was with fron. The building of these 
factories near the cotton fields will trans- 
fer the scepter cf the cotton manufactur- 
ing iqdustry to its natural home where 
wheréthe cotton is produced.. There are 
row over $32,000,000 of cotton goods’ im- 
ported into this country. We will not 
have too many cotton factories until we 
stop this importation. No country’ on 
earth occupies the same vantage ground 
as the south. Blessed with the happiest 
of climates and tiv most versatile of 
soils, its agriculture is naturally wonder- 
fully diversified. All the bcead erains, 
nearly all the textile crops, a very great 
variety of the most luscious fruits and 
vegetables are grown in -the rreatest 
abundance.

These crities of our laws have no 
word of condemnation, but rather of 
praise, fof those who are lawless to make 
money: nor have they any for the fiends 
in human shape that qutrage humanity 
by their crimes. Dynamite placed under 
cars filled with innocent persons, the stop- 
page of all traffic by mobs, the shooting 
of innocent negroes for seeking work 
whereby they may live; the assaulting of 
southern women, these crimes are not 
condemned. They are extenuated or ig- 
nored. There people give encouragement 
by their sympathy to the commission of 
crimes too shocking to be named. They 
thus become particeps criminis with the 
negroes. Lynching is wrong in principle. 
It is a violation of the laws of the land 
and ought to be suppressed, but as long 
as the foul crime of rape is committed, 
there will be the lynchers to avenge it. 
Under such conditions reason becomes 
powerless and vengeanc asserts itself 
above avery other faculty or principle of 
the human soul. 

“When we of the south are lawless, it 
is against abandoned criminals and not 
against men of worth and character for 
the purpose of increasing our incomes. 
Our fathers protected théir wives and 
daughters from the scalping knife of the 
Indian. Shall we, their descendants, fail 
to protect them by every means in our 
power and at our command fpaom the 
crimes of human brutes who are a thou- 
sand times worse than the most blood- 
thirsty savages? Whenever our blood 
runs so cold through our veins that we 
can contemplate with equanimity outrages 
upon our wives and daughters, then, in- 
deed, will we have fallen so low that we 
should no longer be classed with human 
beings, but with the cold-blooded reptiles, 
aceurst of God and man, who craw! on 
their bellies through filth and slime and 
dust.”’

| Board Decides To Retain the Same 


Officials and To Make Dis- 
play at the State Fair. 


Griffin, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)—The 
board of directors of the Georgia State 
Experiment station met at the station 
today with a full attendance, and among 
the visitors was Major W. W. Glessner, 
or the Central railroad, who was here 
in the interest of the state fair. 

Director Redding had everything in 
order, and at 10 o’clock the board was 
called into session. Secretary Parks read 
the minutes of the last meeting and 
they were approved. 

Director Redding read his report for 
the month ending September 30th. It 
was an exhaustive one, beginning with 
the weather and ending with detail. He 
stated that the weather during the 
past season was unprecedented and 
the drought had been accentuated by 
the extreme heat, which had had seri- 
ous effects on the experiments an2 
crops. He stated that the reports of the 
different departments were being tab- 
ulated and would soon be published. He 
advocated a memorial be presented te 
the legislature asking that a law looking 
to the protection of sheep and other do- 
mestic animals be enacted and that 
the dogs should be sufficiently taxed 
to make their safety assured. He also 
favored the appointment of a veterinary 
surgeon for the station, who will be a 
working member of the board. His re- 
port was a masterpiece in detail and suz- 
gestion and shows that he has given 
most careful attention to even the mi- 
nutest detail of the work. 

“Horticulturist and Biologist Quaint- 
ance followed with his report, showing 

that the experiments in horticulture 
had been vigorously prosecuted, and stat- 
ed that a bulletin had been prepared, 
showing the result and was now in press. 
His report also showed that he had made 
one of the most important collections 
of fruits and other horticultural products, 
with agricultural grasses for exhibition 
at the state fair. His display from the 
entomological department will be the fin- 
est ever made in the state. 

Agriculturist J. M. Kimbrough’s rre-: 
port stated that in all of the years he 
had spent farming the seasons were the 
worst this year. The cotton had only 
made about a half crop, corn is no bet- 
ter and hay is almost a complete fail- 
ure. He gave the different varieties of 
the products of his department and their 
yield, together with the expense of rals- 
ing. ! 

Dairyman H. J. Wing’s report was for 
the most part devoted to the additions 
to the dairy and the effects of diseases 
on cattle under different conditions. Dai- 
ryman Wing suggests that a veterinary 
surgeon should be appointed for the sta- 
tion as it would be a saving of hundreds 
of dollars. 

These reports were referred to a spe- 
cial committee. The report of the ex- 
ecutive committee showed that the: sta- 
tion had $3,100 on hand for the year end- 
ing as against $2,700 last year. 

The system of books for the station 
was ordered revised so as to make the 
director directly responsible for all con- 
tracts and expenditures, 

Dairyman Wing stated that the eight 
cows for dairy use at the state fair had 
been secured and that that matter had 
been settled so that he.could attend if 
necessary. 

The making of this exhibit was hotly 
opposed on the ground that the station 
didn’t have the cows or apparatus to 
compete with Vanderbilt’s Biltmore dairy, 
and for that reason it might work for 
the injury instead of the good of the sta- 
tion. The points were well taken and

ad Smithers been less averse to 
the fads and frummertles of the 
world. had he been less staid and 
steady in his habits, had he been less 
devoted to the quiet of his home circle 
and the exergencies of a business just 
beginning to psy a good profit—had 
Smithers, in a word, been minus in even 
a small degree any of the distinctive 
gvalities that stamped him Smithers— 
his friends would not have been so much 
surprised.

OFFICERS MUST 
GIVE GUILTY UF 


Court of Inquiry Asks Officers 
of Local Companies 1c Appear, 


ENLISTED MEN 10 BE CALLED 


Every Effort Will Be Made To Lecate 
the Men To Blame 


GOV. CANDLER HAS MIND MADE UP 


The Chief Executive Has Stated That 
He Will Dismiss All Those Im- 
plicated in the Hamlet 
Raid Without Any 
Delay. 


The investigation into the alleged mis- 
conduct of the Fifth infantry while at 
Hamlet, N. C., on the way home from 
New York, will begin this evening at 8:30 
o’clock before the court of inquiry named 
by Governor Candler. 

The court of inquiry, with the inspector 
general of the state, Colonel W. G. Obear, 
at its head, will sit without regard to 
hours and witnesses from among men and 
officers will be called until the names of 
all the guilty parties have been ascer- 
tained. 

Yesterday morning Colonel Obear direct- 
ed notices to every officer of the Fifth 
regiment who was present on the train 
when the raid was made on the stores 
at Hamlet and all of them were notified 
to appear at the office of the adjutant 
general this evening at 8:30 o'clock. Fol- 
lowing are the officers subpoenaed yester- 
day: 

Captain E. E. Alfred and Lieutenants W. F. 
Crute and W. H. Kershaw, of company A; 
Captain W. W. Barker and Lieutenant H. 
W. Anderson, of company B; Lieutenants M, 
A. Erskine and Frank Myer, Jr., of com- 
pany C; Captain Hunter Course and Lieutenant 
Rutledge, of company D; Captain William C. 
Massey and Lieutenants Hugh Dorsey and 
Sam Howell, of company K; Captain Leonard 
White and Lieutenant Walter Forbes, of 
company L; Lieutenant Vernon H. Shearer, 
of the machine gun battery, and Lieutenant 
Malvern Hill, battalion adjutant. 


The purpose of naming a court of in- 
quiry is simply to obtain the exact facts 
of the raid at Hamlet and if possible the 
names of the men, half a dozen or more, 
who were guilty of stealing articles from 
the two stores and taking them to the 
train. The court will render no judgment 
or verdict and when its work has been 
completed the facts will be submitted to 
Governor Candler. 

There is no question as to the opinion 
of the chief executive on the Hamlet in- 
cident. He has stated to officers on more 
than one occasion that he considers the 
affair an outrage against the state and 
that if he can get the names of the men 
they will not be allowed to disgrace the 
uniform of the militia much longer, It is 
probable that should the names of the 
guilty parties be ascertained, an order 
will be issued by the acting adjutant gen- 


eral dishonorably dimissing them from the 


service of the state. 
The court of inquiry will begin with the 


} officers tonight and if the names of the 


men guilty of misconduct cannot be found, 
non-commissioned officers and enlisted 
men will be subpoenaed until the matter 
roll of every company in the city has 
been exhausted. Proceeding in this man- 
ner it is uncertain whether the investiga- 
tion will be finished this week and pos- 
sibly the whole of next week may be 
taken up with the investigation. 


MORE RECRUITS ARE WANTED 


Forty-Eighth Infantry, United 
States Volunteers, in Need of 
Men to Complete the Number. 

Since September 25th, Captain Edgar W. 
Howe, Seventeenth infantry, in charge of 
the recruiting office at Macon, has sent 
ene hundred and sixty men to the colored 
regiment now being organized at Fort 
Thomas, Kentucky. 

These men were enlisted in Macon, 
Americus, Atlanta, Columbus, Augusta, 
and have proved to be superior to those 
coming from other parts of the country. 
This has been the case to such extent 
that the colonel is holding the last two 
hundred vacancies for desirable colored 
men from Georgia. At the rate enlist- 
ments have been made all these plac3s 
should be filled by the end of the present 
week.

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VERDICT OF CORONER’S JURY. 


Elder Lee Came to His Death at the 
Hands of His Son. 

Columbia, 8S. C., October 10.—(Special.)— 
The coroner’s jury, at the inquest held 
over the body of Dr. Henry J. Lee, at 
Lydia, Darlington dountv, rendered a 
verdict that he came to his death from 
the effects of a gunshot wound inflicted 
by Dr. M. G. Lee, his son. 

There were no eyewitnesses to the 
shooting, but one witness, who reached 
the house shortly after the shot was 
fired, swore that Dr, Maxcy Lee said to 
hin: 

“Come in and help me do something 
for my father; it was accidental. It was 
accidental. I would not have done it for 
anything.”’

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Rhett, who attend- 
ed the man and who made the au- 
topsy, swore that Dr. Henry Lee told 
him just before death that Maxcy shot 
him wilfully and deliberately. Another 
witness testified that when he reached 
the house, immediately after the shooting 
Dr. Henry Lee was coming out of the 
piazza with a shotgun in his hand, and 
that he was bending over. He further 
testified that Dr. Henry Lee told him 
that Maxcy had shot him and asked 
witness to so for Dr. Robert Lee. About 
this time Dr, Maxcy Lee appeared with 
a shotgun and witness took it from him. 
Maxcy made no resistance whatever and 
cid not speak to witness. 

The trouble leading up to -the killing 
was some angry words spoken by Dr. 
Maxcy Lee to the housekeeper and a 
threat to kill her. The father interfered 
and soon the son shot and fatally wound- 
ed him.
